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REMARKS 

In the Examiner's Answer, the Examiner pointed out that Applicants' arguments 
regarding their helical knife edges which provide an S-formed cut in the bag is not 
persuasive because not recited In the claims. 

This RCE is being filed to amend Applicants' claims to include this limitation. 

It Is believed that the recitation of ^a double-edged helix-shaped cutting blade" 
cleariy distinguishes Applicants' claims from anything that Is taught or suggested by the 
King reference.
